John Keeffe was born in Bedford 


November 11, 1820. 
He was a son of 


John and Pbtube Keefe. 
His father 


was born in 1777 and was one of the 
pioneer settlers in this part of Penn- 
sylvania. He died in 1S53, three years 
before his wife passed away. "Colonel" 
Keeffe, as decedent was called by his 
friends, was the last of a family of 
twelve children. 
His nearest living 


relatives are his nephews—William 
Riffle, of Pittsburg, and Albert Riffle, 
of Hancock, N. J. 


Colonel Keefe was a hero of two 


wars. 
He was a member of Capt. 


Samuel M. Taylor's company, organized 
in Bedford May 9, IS47, and styled the 
"Independent Grays." The company 
went to Pittsburg and on May 2a was 
mustered into the United States ser- 
vice. Decedent was chosen second lieu- 
tenant. 
The company proceeded, by 


river steamer, to New Orleans and in 
June entered Vera Cruz, Mex. 
After 


a long march, during which there were 
daily skirmishes with Mexican guer- 
rillas, the command reached Puebla 
and joined the main body of General 
Scott's army the day before the troop* 
started for the City of Mexico. The 
"Grays" were designated as Company 
F, Second regiment, Pennsylvania vol- 
unteers, Col. William B. Roberta, of 
Qnitmau's division, in command. At 
Contreras and Churubusco the Second 
regiment occupied positions of great 
peril and in the storming of Chapulte- 
pec and "Belen Gate" was foremost in 
the fight. It won lasting fame and 
was the first regiment to enter tbe 
Mexican capital 
In the fcssault on 


Chapultepec Lieutenant Keeffe was 
wounded in the shoulder. 


He returned home December 19, 1347, 


and on the 7th of January, 1S4S, was 
chief guest at a banquet and the recip- 
ient of a handsome sword presented 
by his friends. This sword and a flag 
belonging to William Watson Post 33-', 
G. A. E , of Bedford, were placed on 
his cottin Monday and remained Uiere 
until after the funeral services were 
held. Lieutenant Keeffe resigned as 
a member of the Second regiment Feb- 
ruary 11, 1»4S. 


In '49 he crossed the continent to 


seek a fortune in the gold fields of Cal- 
ifornia. 
While there the war between 


the north and the south broke out 
and he again proved his loyalty to his 
country by fighting under the flag of 
the Federalists. He enlisted in Com- 
pany B, Third regiment. California in- 
fantry, October 19. 1SH1. He was dis- 
charged March 31, )S64, but re-enlisted, 
as a veteran, May •*, 1SG4, and was dis- 
charged May 13, 1800. He returned to 
Bedford and for some time conducted 
a book store and news stand on Juliana 
street. 
Before the Mexican war he 


taught school at Wolfsburg. 


Colonel Keeffe was a gallant soldier 


He served his country faithfully and 
well. He was a charitable man, always 
ready and willing to help the needy. 
He was laid to rest in tbe family lot 
in the Bedford cemetery Wednesday 
morning. Funeral services were con- 
ducted by Rev. Father D. Cashraan. 
The pall-bearers were Judge J.H. Long- 
eneeker, Capt. J. P.. Helm, Capt. S 
S. Metzger, Prolhonotary James Cleav- 
er, Sheriff Andrew Dodson and Com- 
missioner Josiah Huffman. 
He was

George W. Stu*-key. 


George W. Stuckey, who died at his 


home in Rainsburg ou Friday, was 
born on what was known for nearly a 
century as the Stuckey farm, now 
owned by S. A. Cessna, of Rainsburg, 
on the twentieth of June, 1334. Short- 
ly afterward 
his father moved to 


Rainsburg, where he kept a public 
house for about ten years, afterward 
returning to the farm. He owned two 
properties in Rainsburg, which he sold 
about uiis time. It was here on this 
farm that "Uncle Wash," as he was 
familiarly called, spent the younger 
and happier days of his life in that 
humble, yet profitable profession, farm- 
ing. During the period in which he 
lived in Rainsburg he received a com- 
mon school education. He lived with 
his father until he thought it time to 
establish a home of his own. He mar- 
ried Miss Ellen Diehl, of Friend's 
Cove, to which union four children 
were born, as follows: Jane Biddle, 
of Beegleton; Sarah Fisher, of Mercers- 
burg, who still survive, Rachel and 
Simon, who died in infancy. Shortly 
after his marriage he moved into the 
tenant house on his father's farm 
which was finally taken off the ole 
farm and deeded to him. 


There he lived and followed farming 


until the spring of 1304, when he wen' 
to St. Louis Mo., where he remained 
until September of the same year,when 
he returned and on the twenty-Brsto 
September, 18*34, enlisted in Compan; 
F, 107th regiment, Pennsylvania volun 
teers, under the command of John A 
Tompkins, captain. His company join 
ed the Army of the Potomac. He wa 
a gallant soldier, always at the front 
and never seemed to fear the danger 
of warfare. 
He took part in severa 


hard-fought battles, and came out un 
injured. He lay in one of the south 
ern hospitals for a while, sufferin: 
from eczema. 
He was discharged i 


June, 13Gj, near Washington, D. C 
He came home and soon afterward hi 
wife died. This Jeft him with tw 
children. In September, 1S67, he wa 
again united in marriage to Catharin 
Stuckey, widow of David Stuckey 
To this union one child was born—

Decedent still worked on his farm nn 
til 1890, when he moved to Everet 
where be lived oneyear and then return 
ed to his farm,wherehe lived until 189 
when he moved to Rainsburg, wher 
he has since resided.

Elihu Root was born in Qneidacoun- 


;y, New York, on February 15, 1345. 


By teaching school he secured the 
means of paying his way through 
Hamilton college and was graduated 
n 1803 as valedictorian of his class. 
lie also studied law at Hamilton and 
ompleted his preparation for the bar,

Fie Wafl a Many-Sided Mail ami an Active 


Toe To Christianity. 


Col. Robert G. Ingersoll died suddenly 


at his home in Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., on 
Thursday ot last week, of apoplexy. 


As orator, lawyer, politician and sol- 


dier, no less than as an agnostic, shak- 
.ng the religious world with, his ag- 
jressive controversies, Col. Robert G. 
Ingersoll was widely known to fame. 


He was the son of a Congregational 


minister and was born in Dresden, N. 
Y., August 11, 1833, but was raised in 
Vermont. When three years old he was 
baptized in a theatre in New York city. 
His father was then preaching in that 
city and in the theatre, his church 


aving been destroyed by fire. The 
uture agnostic's father, it seems, in- 
,lined toward liberalism and his strifes 
and the annoyances to which he was 
ubjectecl from the orthodox belief of 
iis flocks early embittered the preco- 
ious youth. Later, when Robert first 
uttered his famous lecture on "Here- 
ics and Heresies," in which occurs his 
graphic, if inaccurate, picture of John 
Calvin, he said, when he returned to 
lis home : 


"Father,I've paul back another of the 


nsults they heaped upon you." 


As a boy Ingersoll received only a 
omtnon school education. When he 
was ten years old the family went to 
Wisconsin, removing later to Illinois. 
Robert was a bright boy. lie was a 
Teat reader and his favorite author 
vas Robert Burns, When he was still 
.nder age he studied law and was ad- 
nitted to the bar. 


In 18GO he wan nominated for con- 
•ress in Illinois against William Eel 
ogg. He conducted his part of the 
ampaign as if it» were a huge frolic, 
nd yet on the stump he displayed 
ualities that astonished 
alike his 


riendsand his enemies. He tore Judge 
[ellogg's arguments to pieces, worsted 
.iin in every debate, out-talked and 
ut-argued him. Running on the Dem- 
cratlc ticket, he went far beyond his 
pponent in denouncing slavery and 
olenmly avowed that "rather than in- 
erfere with any human being in his 
ft'orts to secure liberty I would be 
ondemned to be chained in the lowest 
epths," Ingersoll was beaten, and it 
as the last time he ever ran for an 
llice.

arose and expressed a desire to make 
a statement, and, saying he was weak, 
asked the court's permission to sit 
down while he made it.

•ranted, he talked incoherently for 
fifteen minutes, the burden of his talk 
being that the testimony upon which 
ic had been convicted was almost 
wholly false. 
He finally became so 


confused that he abandoned the effort, 
appealing to his counsel for assistance. 
After giving him repeated opportuni 
iies to proceed Judge Longeneeker im- 
posed 
sentence 
twice, condemning 


Meyers to the gallows. 
The prisoner 


showed no emotion during the ordeal. 
The defense at the trials was largely 
irresponsibility by reason of a weak 
mind and it is probable that a com- 
mission to inquire into the condition 
of Meyers' mind will be asked for.

Alurining Shrinkage of Rural Population 


In UrentSBritaiii. 


At a recont meeting of the Norfolk 


(England) Cnnnjlier 
of 
Agriculture 


Rider Haggard Introduced a resolution 
calling on pitrllnrnuut to miike an In- 
quiry into the "continual tind progres- 
sive shrinkage nf the rural population 
iu the eastern comities." 


Mr. Haggard snicl tbat ; oung men 


were no longer going on the laud, or, 
wlien thoy did so. their great desire 
was to got oil it anil into i.otne other 
employment as quickly as possible. He 
himself farmed about 370 acres, and of 
tlu' four plowuiun wlioui he employed 
not one was under 50. and two must 
ut1 between (JO ami 70. For more than 
a year he had buun looking for a young 
skilled laborer to whom lie could offer 
tlif advantage of 11 good cottage, but 
had been unable to tint! one. 


Iu his own neighborhood, in a single 


small parish, 40 cottages wore stand- 
lua empty. 
All the young men were 


quitting the land for the army, navy, 
towns, railways, police and laige nurs- 
i-ry grounds near London, leaving on- 
ly the idle young men and those of 
weak intellect (who are of no use any- 
where), the middle aged and old men 
to work the land, and as these die or 
become incapacitated through illness 
there is no one to take their place, and 
therefore it is only a mutter of time 
and there will be very few hands left 


work. 
A farmer re- 


marked to him on the previous day. 
"Education has cloue it all. sir." 


Mr. Ilaggard said various reasons 


had been given for this shrinkage, 
among them being that the spread of 
education makes labor on the land dis- 
tasteful to the young: that the housing 
of laborers Is in many cases insuffi- 
cient; that the desire for music halls 
and other forms of entertainment 
draws the young from dull country 
places. He maintained that trie true 
primary cause of this emigration was 
purely 
economic: that the laborer 


leaves the land because the land can- 
not pay sufficient wage to keep him 
upon it. If it could, lie would soon get 
over his longing for the. music halls, 
his dislike of labor In the fields or even 
the insufficiency of house accommoda- 
tion. That could be easily proved. If 
any of them wanted a groom or a keep- 
er or under gardener, there was no 
lack of applicaurs for the post, because 
the work was comparatively light and 
the pay a few shillings a week better. 


It was a proposition beyond all rea- 


sonable doubt that the laborer is leav- 
ing the land because In the present de- 
pressed state of the great agricultural 
industry in that part of England the 
cultivator of the land cannot by any 
possibility manage to pay him a better 
wage and Ih'e himself. As'this emi- 
gration was going ou aud was likely to 
go ou it may he worth while to glance 
nt its probable results. As regards the 
laud, they seem to be that within the 
nexl 20 years or so a great deal of the 
poorer soil—the very heavy and tbe 
very light—will go out of cultivation, 
the grass aren will be largely increas- 
ed, while the laud remaining arable 
will have to be cultivated by machin- 
ery directed by highly paid mechanics.

But it is 
net wise to permit things to go to such 
extremes as this. The careful eye of 
the shepherd must be fixed on the ewes, 
and when one of them gives indication 
of a lamb Doming it should be taken to 
the proper place provided for such oc- 
casions and which should be a part of 
every shepherd's outfit. 
This place 


should be provided with a fireplace and 
fuel iu readiness and a l>ol!=r of water 
and a tub for giving the lambs a bath 
if necessary, which always is for a 
lamb overlooked until it hns become 
chilled.—American Sheep Breeder.

NEW YC.KK, July 25.—The other night 


1 sat thinking on hereditary traits that 
rim through families Generation after 
generation—like 
strains

blood 


among our animal stock. Strains of 
blood that never seem to deteriorate or 
die, but grow stronger and more pow- 
erful with the passing years. One of 
the peculiar features of the hereditary 
curse is that it is seldom entailed on 
more than one descendant at a time. 
There may be a half dozen boys and 
girls in the family, but only through 
one is the curse transmitted. 


I was led to this train of thought by 


reading an account of the death of 
Lloyd Aspiuwall, who ended his miser- 
able life a wretched pauper.in the Met- 
ropolitan hotel. 
Here was a man who 


vis guaranteed the opportunity of a 
life not vouchsafed to one man in a 
million, but he inherited the curse; 
he was the transmitter of his evil des- 
tiny from which there seemed no pos- 
sible escape. So he ran his course and 
died. In the line of our old bine blood 
there is nothing older or better than 
the Aspinwalls. 
They date then- 


claims to nobility back to the revolu- 
tion, as our English cousins do to those 
that come over with William the Con- 
querer. The old mercantile firm of 
Howland and Aspinwall had ships on 
svery sea and their names were syno- 
nyms for honor and probity in dealing 
among men wherever civilization was 
known. 
They were the principal 


owners of the old Blackball Line, which 
carried the bulk of the immigration for 
nearly forty years, when five or six 
weeks was considered a speedy pas- 
sage between Liverpool and New York. 
When the elder Aspinwall died, who, 


for the enforcement of peace and jus- 
tice. 


Opposed to them are the labor organ- 


izations, whose existence is held intact 
by labor disturbers—men who have no 
special calling but that of disturbers 
of the city's peace.

The master workman and the walk- 


ing delegate are the real beneficiaries 
of labor disturbances. 
They are the 


secret emissaries of Wall streetand the 
individuals that profit most by the 
ruin and suffering o£ the laboring 
man 
The rise or fall of the price of 


the stocks of the e'evated or surface 
roads means to these harpies millions 
of dollars. What care they for human 
life and what rare they for human 
happiness? Labor is the pawn which 
secures them success and wealth. We 
have had strikes before, strikes involv- 
ing thousands of lives and millions of 
capital, but never before in all our 
labor troubles has it been publicly an- 
nounced that they would murder their 
way to success. 


The men at present in charge of the 


strike will not endorse the declaration 
of labor's representatives to the Sun, 
but the fact still remains bard and 
granite that among those who are 
expected to carry on the strike this 
will be the Alpha and Omega that 
means the beginning and the end, or 
in other words, victory or death. 


The strike commences in violence, 


motormen are torn from the curs right 
in the presence of the police. 
Cars are 


torn from the track and travel ob- 
structed or rendered impossible, and 
this while the police from Manhattan 
are hurrying in their reserves. 
From 


the manner in which the strikers com- 
mence the conflict it is evident that

The orchardist who suffers severely 


from the apple tree tent caterpillar 
must be condemned as careless. The 
caterpillars may be quite readily located 
and destroyed while in the eggs; the 
tents are conspicuous and cjuickly bnrn- 


in partnership with Howland, had laid 
the foundation of his family's fortune, 
he left behind a property valued at two 
millions of dollars, which was equally 
divided among his heirs, the grand- 
father of Lloyd Asp;nwall receiving 
for his share nearly three hundred 
thousand dollars.

each day developing some new" deviltry. 
In gambling houses and bagnios his 
fortune was soon exhausted, a notori- 
ous actress receiving thousands of dol- 
lars. Reduced to beggary and avoided 
by the associates of his former evil 
life, he was subjected to the bitterness 
of the most biting poverty, and when 
he had sounded all the depths of mis- 
ery another relation died, leaving him 
a quarter of a million. Again he plung- 
ed in a life of the wildest dissipation. 
Every effort was made to save him, but 
all in vain. 
At last he forged his 


brother's name for a large sum, and 
family pride alone saved him from 
state's prison. Soon every dollar was 
gone and he was reduced to the condi- 
tion of a beggar, and this poor, de- 
praved, miserable wretch died a pauper 
at the Metropolitan hotel. 


I looked over the list of MeAlister's 


four hundred and I discovered that no 
family in that immaculate coterie had 
escaped. The Astors and Vanderbilts 
and hundreds of other whom the world 
esteems have their share in our com- 
mon destiny. Just at present we are 
brought to a standstill by the struggle 
between Labor and Capital a curse that 
like the ghost of Banquo will never go 
down—a fight that need hardly look for 
its final arbitrament till the judgment 
day. 


Once more Labor and Capital stand 


face to face in a battle that promises 
to be la outrance. Thousands of men 
who are banded together by oaths and 
secret signs have quit their usual work 
and have made their demands, the pen- 
alty of refusal from the present stand- 
point being life or death. A represen- 
tative of labor declares to a reporter of 
the New York Sim that if the company 
attempts to run a car the motorman 
who drives the car will be killed, and 
that they are determined ''to kill as 
many as will compel the company to 
grant their demands." Brooklyn but 
a short time ago was an independent 
citv with a population of a million 
people and is now one of the five great 
boroughs that compose the magnifi- 
cent city of New York with a popula- 
tion inexcessof three millions, making 


lives will be sacrificed before 


we reach the end. 
It is better so, and 


let it be settled after such fashion that 
while our courts exist for onr protec- 
tion, tbe peaceful citizen shall not be 
disturbed in his right by a mob of 
rioters who violate the law. If they 
are wronged, the courts are open to 
them, and if the courts afford them no 
redress they still have the right to 
quit work and abandon their job; but 
there their right ends. laey have no 
right to maim or murder any other 
laboring man who seeks by honest 
work to support himself and family. 
Our experience in the past assures us 
that the strike will be a failure. In a 
few weeks those now most active in 
fomenting disturbance will be down 
on their knees humbly begging for 
employment. 
In the hour of their 


power they show little mercy to other 
men in such work and they cannot 
reasonably expect any mercy for them- 
selves when the tables are turned, and 
it is safe to say that there are thou- 
sands who will elate their ruin from 
Sunday, the Kith day of July, in tbe 
year of our Lord, IS'JO, and the curse 
born on that fatal day will follow 
them to the grave. 


My sympathies are all on tbe side 


of labor; labor has been my heritage 
for all my life. I have never known 
the day when work was not necessary 
for my support; but I have never 
known the time when it was necessary 
for me to seek the aid of labor associa- 
tions. 


To tbe one laboring man belonging 


to the labor unions there are four non- 
union men that refuse to be dominated 
by them. The labor unions represent 
tbe advantage of thorough organiza- 
tion and slavish 
obedience 


union's demands. The union 
pledges himself to obey without ques- 
tion the commands of a despot, 
non-union man prefers bis indepen 
ence, but represents the weakness of

eel; Hie young caterpillars yield speedi- 
ly to arsenicals and the white cocoons 
plainly show themselves for destruc- 
tion. The caterpillars in a nest of or- 
dinary size will consume 3.500 apple 
leaves in a week, and, as they feed for 
live or sis weeks, those from two or 
three nests may almost completely strip 
a tree of its foliage and greatly lower 
its vitality. They seem to prefer the 
taste of wild cherry, and this tree was 
probably their original food plant. All 
sticb tiees should be carefully watched, 
a-, they are liable to be starting points 
for the invasion of nearby orchards. 
Next to the wild cherry the caterpillars 
seek the apple, but they also do con- 
siderable damage upon cherry, plnin 
and peach. 


From late July until the following 


spring the insects will be found in the 
egg. These eggs fire laid iu peculiar 
rings or bands—"thimbles" or "cater- 
pillar belts," some call them—about the 
smaller twigs. They are covered witb 
a thick layer o£ ghie. which makes a 
glistening piotection from the weather. 
These bands are large enongh to be 
plainly Eeeu and can be easily removed 
and burned when pruning the trees. 
The little caterpillars form in the eggs 
in the summer, but do not hatch until 
the middle or last of the 
followin. 


April. Theysoon begin the construction 
of the well known nesis. 
These are 


nsnally placed in some crotch of twigs 
near the abandoned egg b"L-.l and are 
formed by the threads „•£ silk which the 
caterpillars spin. As the larvae grow 
and the nest becomes too small another 
sheet of threads is spnn, so that the 
tent is really a succession of nests, one 
outside the ether. These white or yel- 
lowish masses of silk are easily destroy- 
ed by burning on the tree 01 by cutting 
off the twig and crushing the nest. 
This should be done in the evening or 
just before a storm, when the caterpil- 
lars have sought shelter. 


The caterpillars feed until late in 


May. 
Their body color is black, but a 


prominent white stripe extends the f nil 
length of the back. 


There are also numerous shorter ir- 


regular white lines and a row of oval 
pale blue spots upon each side, while 
the entire body is thinly covered with 
long yellowish hairs. The uaterpilliira, 
especially when young, can easilj be 
killed by two or three sprayings '.vitb 
some arsenical poison. Birds feeding 
upon these caterpillars are yellow billed 
aud black billed cuckoos, the black cap- 
ped chickadee, Baltimore oriole, red 
eyed and warbling vheos, wren, chip- 
ping sparrow, yellow warbler and crow. 


The larva; crawl down the trunks of 


the trees in late May, when they are 
luature, and are nearly two inches long. 
They spin their cocoons on the trunks 
cf 
trees, where they are protected 


hy the rough Lurk; in the grass under 
the trees, nbcmt fences, eaves, window 
casings and the sides of outbuildings. 
When in sncb masses as shown in the 
figure, tbere is no excuse for not dis- 
covering and destroying the cocoons, 
From these cocoons the reddish brown 
luotha emerge in late June and early 
July and soon lay the eggs which coui-

l)m- That Can He Unilt lij a Xovlc* 


Witll Ordinary TmilM. 


Having been working the pnst win- 


ter to design a hive thnt wo^ld come 
rfithin the scope of those persons pos- 
sewed of ordinal y skill and tools, a 
writer in The Country Gentleman gives 
a description of that part which will 
cause a novice ninst trouble—viz, the 
brood frame: 


Take a hoard of suitable size and nail 


on some cleats, as indicated in Fig. 1. 
Make a miter box the width of the 
frame, say. seven-eighths or one inch. 
Nail a piece in the bottom of one end 
for a stop. From this stop measure rff 
the length of the top rail, and saw down 
nt right angles. For the bottom rail you 
can set in a loose piece about an inch 
thick, which will avoid two saw gashes 
coming too close together. 


For the end posts make another gush 


at the right distance from we stnri. 


For the brace pieces yon will need 


another box about an inch and a quar- 
ter. Nail in bottom of this a stop sawed 
nt an angle of K degrees, and from a 
corner of this saw a gash of 4S degrees. 
Now, if you take a piece an inch and a 
quarter wide and three-eighths of an 
inch thick, saw it off at an angle of 45 
degrees, shnve it into the box to tbe 
stop, and SHW it off; then turn it over, 
saw again, and so on, yon will get the 
coiner pieces. 


At to ci ustruction, yon lay the top 


piece in its place on the board, and the 
side pieces in their places and nail on 
the corner pieces; then nail the top to 
ends and turn over and nail on bottom,

It's a struggle that 
has been going on since the commence- 
ment of time; and now, when all trusts 
are assuming a definite form, Labor, 
the most gigantic of them all, cries for 


disorganization. This grave question 
will never be settled so long as one- 
quarter of the laborers of this land 
arrogate to themselves the sole right 
to work and make it a crime equivalent 
to murder not to join their union. All 
laboring men must have equal pro- 
tection. The law must give the same 
protection to the non-union man that 
is now demanded by the knight of labor 
and in defense of the non-union man's 
right to labor when he will or where 
he will. Though he stood single and 
alone, opposed by thousands of foes 
in defense of his inalienable right, 
guaranteed him by the Constitution of 
the United States, of "life, liberty and 
tbe pursuit of happiness," it should 
give the last dollar in its treasury and 
the last life at its command. 


When all labor is protected equally, 


then, and not till then, will this vital 
question be settled. 


It is said that tbe fine hand of Wall 


street can be seen in this strike—Wall 
street, where dollars are rated beyond 
the value of human happiness or hu- 
man lives. 
We can only wait and 


watch for the end, and when that 
comes we will strike the trial balance 


SUMMER PRUNING. 


The Art, Thonel' Important, !• a 


Very Simple Oiie. 


The chief art in gardening consists in 


not allowing our plants to have their 
own willful way, but to make them be- 
have as we want them to do. Tines 
generally make desperate attempts to 
get to the top of a bnsb or troo that 
they twine around, aud tbe lower por- 
tion is nothing but a series 'of naked 
ttcms. When we set them to trellises, 
wo want this proceeding reversed. We 
desire as many branches close to the 
ground as at the extreme upper por- 
tion of tbe pole or frame on which they 
are supported. The educated garden- 
er understands how to do this. 


"The grower of grapes under glass 


has to Icnow how to do it as otherwise 
he would have grapes in the apex of the 
roof and nowhere else. He applies tbe 
same principle to the growth of flow- 
ering vines out of doors as to his 
grapes uuder glass, or to the grapes in 
the out door garden, for that matter, 
with equal results. Indeed, there could 
be few better methods of learning 
whether one has a real gardener or 
only a wolf in sheep's clothiug, than 
by noting whether ho allows the hon- 
eysuckles to grow in crow's nests un- 
der tho coping of the piazza front, or 
whether the branches are of equal 
strength from apex to the ground. 


"And yet, the art is very simple," 


concludes Meehan's Monthly. "It is 
simply to pinch out the apex of the 
strong growing shoots that want to get 
up still higher and leave tbe strug- 
gling shoots at the base alone. The 
growth force, suddenly cheeked by the 
topping of the upper shoots, has to be 
expended somewhere, just as the sud- 
den stoppage of water being forced 
through a pipe may burst that. pipe. 
It is diverted to tlie lower aud weaker 
shoots, which become, before the sea- 
son is over, as strong as the upper 
ones. 


"In the hands of a good gardener, a 


grapevine trellis will have fruit over 
every part of its surface and have as 
flue fruits at the apex as at the base. 
Cut how rarely do we see these mas- 
ters of the art; and how simple the art 
is. after all." 


Black Rot of ±!t<* Grape. 


Black rot of the grape generally ap- 


pears upon the berries during the lat- 
ter part of the season. If the fungus 
attacks the 
berries 
while they are 


given, they turu a 
purplish brown. 


The attacked parts generally become 
blackened by the pustules which ap- 
pear upon tho surface. As the berry 
shrivels the skin becomes rigid, with 
the seeds showing under the drawn 
skin. This disease spreads very rapid- 
ly during seasons when there are fre- 
(inent showers to keep the soil and 
viues moist. 


Authorities recommend applications 


of the bordeaux mixture and ammo- 
niaeal solution of copper carbonate as 
effective remedies. The first applica- 
tion of the bordeaux mixture should 
be made the last of June, followed by 
other applications at intervals of two 
to four weeks, until tlie berries arc 
three-fourths grown, when the clear 
fungicide, copper carbonate, should be 
used, so as to prevent the staining of 
the fruit.

Many persons who see mentions of 


the "good roiula movement" do not 
realize that in this tbere may be one 
bf the great national issues of our poli- 
tics at some time in the future, pos- 
sibly within a comparatively short 
pine. This movement was started by 
the wheelmen through their national 
organization, the League of American 
'Wheelmen, and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have heen spent by it in the 
agitation. 


The principle of the movement, as 


advocated "by the wheelmen, is that the 
common ronds of the country are as 
important as the railway systems, the 
Statement being made ty them and be- 
ing easily understood that there is not 
an ounce of any commodity hauled over 
the railroads that is not first transport- 
ed by wagons ovei country roads or 
city streets. It does not emitter if the 
commodity is manuEactnred articles 
that are loaded on cars at the factory—- 
the raw material has first to be hauled 
to the factory. 
But the greatest haul- 


lug is done in the farming districts, 
and there it is that good highways are 
most needed. 


The subject has not been given the 


attention and- support it deserves as 
yet, Eor the simple reason that private 
capital cannot become interested in the 
building of common roads, since tbere 
would be no income from the invest- 
ment such as there is in railways.

In those locali- 
ties the best that can be advised at 
present is to supplement the poison 
spray with the old banding system."

Crops Are Fairly Good. 


Following is the weather bureau's 


latest summary of crop conditions : 


While drought continues over the 


western portion of tbe Carolinas, it 
has been wholly relieved by abnndant 
rains in Tennessee and generally in 
the east and central Gulf -states, al- 
though portions of Mississippi and Al- 
abama still need rain. Winter wheat 
harvest is about finished in the dis- 
tricts east of the Eocky mountains 
and continues in Oregon, where a fair 
crop is being secured. The harvesting 
of spring wheat has begun over the 
southern portion of the spring wheat 
region. 
In Minnc-sota the outlook for 


spring wheat is generally good and 
harvesting will begin this week. Oat 
harvest is nearly completed in the Cen- 
tral Valley and Middle Atlantic states 
and is in progress in extreme northern 
districts. Fair to good yields are gen- 
erally expected in the central valleys. 
Over the greater part of the central 
and western portions of the cotton belt 
the condition of cotton is somewhat 
more favorable than at the close of the 
previous week and the crop is clean 
and generally 
fruiting well. Late 


rains have caused marked improve- 
ments in the condition of tobacco in 
Kentucky and Tennessee, and the gen- 
eral condition of the crop in the Ohio 
Valley, Middle Atlantic states and 
Xew England is very promising,except 
in portions of Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia. Curing continues in the South 
Atlantic states.

the shortage in the Russian wheat crop

has unfavorably affected hay, potatoss 
and all grains except oats.

all but one province, that of Bukowina. 
Austria, Roumania and Bulgaria a.-e 
all slightly below their average in 
wheat, rye and maize. A French esti- 
mate of the wheat crops of Spain and 
Italy puts them at 34,000.000 bushels be- 
low last year. 
The wheat crop in 


France is represented as satisfactory, 
the estimate now being 353,000,000 
bushels. 
In Great Britain cable re- 


ports of a severe general storm presage 
considerable damage to a grain crop 
.hat otherwise would have ranked as 
"fair." 
The report from India shows 


better condition in Bengal and the 
northwest provinces than for several 
years previous, but this improvement 
does not extend to the Punjab.
